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Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows:

Group II Figures 4a-6b 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
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special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature of the 
invention of group I involves two separate guide components 310a and 320a which are 
rotated relative to one another when assembled with the guide plate 1 . The special 
technical features of the invention of group II involves a single slide component 3b 
which is pushed into an expanded opening 12b of a guide plate 1 and then expanded by 
a spherical bolt 5b in order to attach the slide component to the guide plate. Clearly, the 
special technical features of each group do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept and are separately patentable.
